Secret Propaganda Goes On. 
It is certain lhat the secret German 
propaganda goes on. Tt reaches into 
the homes and wrings the heartstrings 
of the mothers whose sons are going 
overseas. It sneaks into the factories 
where war work is being done and 
whispers to the workers to slow up. It 
penetrates into the meeting halls of 
labor unions and says "strike." On 
iho railroads, where luindreds of thou- 
sands of workers are struggling with 
the greatest congestion this, country 
has ever known, the German propa- 
ganda spreads discontent. To the 
farmer It says "lioard" and to tho city 
consumer It whi.spers of extortion and 
profiteering. To the man of business 
It prates of government incompetency 
and inefflciency ; and to the derelict, 
Ihe waiideri'r, the tramp — if you please 
— it preaches class hatred and revolt. 
Loves the Pacifist Here. 
CJermany, the nation which glorifies 
^va^ above all else, loves llie pacifist 
In this country. Peace is the favorite 
topic of conversation among the pro- 
Germans, TJjey would quit cold, woulfl 
compromise, -wotild do anything, in 
.short, except, figlit out this war to a 
finish and crush forever th»t menace 
of militarism which, above all things, 
the pacifist i.-?- supposed to abhor.

change of heart tho moment the Unit- 
ed States declared war. 

Spread Red Cross Rumors. 

They spread the rumors about the 
Red Cross selling Its supplies Instead 
of giving them to the soldiers for 
whom they nro intended. 

They torture American mothers 
with wild stories of shocking immor- 
ality in France — tales which are re- 
futed by the magnificent way in which 
the French armies have stood up 
against overwhelming odds. 

They cause unrest by spreading ru- 
mors of food bt-ing commandeered in 
the pantries of private homes, and they 
seek, by exaggerating tales of scarcity, 
to cause excessive buying which In- 
creases the scarcity. 

They cause the city consumer to be- 
lieve that he is being made the victim 
of extortion, while at the same time 
they tell the farmer he is not being 
paid enough for his grain and live 
slock. 

Rumors of the torpedoing of trans- 
ports, with the loss of thousands of 
soldiers, they find particularly effec- 
tive In causing anxiety In the hearts 
of those whose loved ones have gone 
across the seas, or mothers whose 
sons are about to be taken in the 
draft. 

All such stories, started originally 
by pro-German propagandists, are of- 
ten spread, innocently enough, by loy- 
al Americans, who repeat them and 
talk about them. Thus they unwit- 
tingly become the tools of the kaiser. 

"Let the German agents who In- 
vented these lies be the only ones to 
pass them on," Is the plea of the ad- 
iTiinistration and of ordinary i>atriotIc 
liorse sense. 

If this Is done It soon will be pos- 
sible to spot a man who is In favor of 
Germany Just as easily as though he 
were out in the middle of the street 
tramplipg an American flag. 

Peril in Foe's Propaganda. 

Pow much more a menace German 
propaganda Is than German military 
might Is .easily seen by the experi- 
ences of Russia and Italy. The un- 
iedncated Russians, restive under a 
starlet autocracy, and fighting:, tiot for 
th^ principle of democracy, but be- 
cause they were ordered to fight, were 
\old that all they need do was to lay 
down their arms and they would have 
peace, 

jThei Italians were told that the 
French and Bngll'sh troops were shoot- 
ing down their wives and children, 
who were starving at liome.

IMPROVING THE BAD SPOTS 

Certain Small Ruts That, Are Usually 
Wet and Soft Determine Load 
Farmer Can Carry. 

The worst hoh^s in the road always 
determine tlie load the farmer can 
market. No stretch of roadway is uni- 
formly good, because every road has 
certain small spots that are •usually 
soft and wot. These spots cause more 
troulile than the re.^t of the road com- 
bined. How these spots are to be Im- 
proved depends on the character of 
the soil, and the nature of the coun- 
try. Slany sii<;h spots owe tlu'ir chur- 
ncter to a sol't i;ubsoil, due to springs. 
Before these roads can be permanent* 
ly Improved they must bo under- 
drainiHl. If a tile is laid in these 
places thore will usually be no trouble 
in the future. Th^ surface of the road 
shonid then be filled with dirt and 
crowned, so any surface water may 
run off. If this is d«me there will be 
no trouble from subsurface water. 

Many roa«I\vays that arc tilosed in 
with shade trees are bad. If a goodly 
portion of the scrub timber along these 
roads be removed, the ground will dry 
out and no trouble result. If the chnr- 
ncter of the soil Is soft and pliable, so 
that It Avill not pack and remuin ilrm, 
new nialorlal should be applied to the 
surface. The best and cheapest mate- 
rial for Improving roads Is jjravel. 
Where gravel beds are acce.'^sible n 
day's work with a team and wagon 
will Improve any roadbed i>ermanent- 
ly. If the soil is very sandy an 8-incii 
application of clay to the surface will 
effect wonders. 'I'lie road patrol should 
spend a considerable portion of its 
time In remedying the bad spots In the 
road. 



ANSWER TO PRISON PROBLEM 



New York and Other States Have 
Tried Experiment of Using Con- 
victs to' improve Reads. 

New York and many of the Southern 
and Western states have tried the ex- 
periment of using convicts to improve 

highways — and it has \M>tl;od to per- 
fection. The <illiclal organ of the New 
York state prisoners says that *"no 
man of all lh(< iiiiniitos who went out- 
side last year had ft word of fault to 
find .witli his treatment. All are anx- 
ious to join the.se camps again. The

Many states have 
found road work to be the answer to 
the prison problem. Colorado and Cali- 
fornia have rebuilt the better portion 
of their roads with prison labor, and 
besides feeding the inmates with an 
extra supply of food, It has also led to 
a. lessening of time through provisions 
made by the fursighted legislators.

Wide tires build up roads and save 
liorse labor. They have the same ef- 
fect upon a country road as a roller on 
A plowed field. On the other hand, the 
flPfrow tire cuts up rqad like a disk, 
it h0s been found by actual tost in tbi^ 
matter that tho wide-tired wagOQ 
pulls easier in nearly all cases than 
the narrow-lircd wagon. In deep mud 
on a country road the wide-tired wag- 
on pulls G.2 per cent easier. On the 
country road with a thin surface of 
j^ifj or deep dust, however, the nar- 
jfOW tires pull 4.0 per cent easier. In 
It cornfield the wide tires pnll 30.6 pet 
cent easier, in a dry alfalfa field 17.7 
per cent easier, and qn a dry cotjijtry 
iroad IDJS p^r cent easier.

The Federal Explosive Law. 

The Teneral Expl -"sives Act pro- 
hiln's the m iriut^ctiirc, sa-le, pur- 
ch -se and possession of ali explo- 
sives and their ingredients, in time 
of wsir, wi hont a U« ense. In other 
wonls, the (ij dt r mn^tkeep an item- 
ized record sh ^w'lnjT the name and 
address of purcha.'. r, bis license 
number, kinrtand q" miity of expb;- 
sives purchased, and purpose for 
which It is to be u.^ed. This also 
compels practicallv every drug 
store in the I'niiod SMtes to have a 
license permitling theuj to have in 
possession and sell explosives ingre- 
rlients, and the buyei must have a 
licsnse when purchasing these ingre- 
dients in quantities of an ouce or 
more, and the dealer must keep the 
same record as the party who sells 
dynamite. These ingredients are: 
Bichromates, Chlorates, Chromates, 
Nitrates, Nitric Acid, Perchlorates, 
Perborates, Permanganates, Perox- 
ides and Physpho|us^ in their vari- 
ous forms. 

This law will be rigidly eoforcetl 
in the future; it having been in effect 
since November 15. 1917, and every 
dealer has had time to familiarize 
himself with the law and all its de- 
tails, and no excuse will be accepted 
in the fu'ure. Violation of this Act 
carries a penalty of $5,000 fine or 
iciprisonment in a Federal prison, 
or both. A careful and systematic 
check is being made, by Federal 
Authorities, of every dealer in the 
Stale who handles explosives or in^ 
gredicntP, reyartiless of location or 
siz;i. An inspector or some deputy 
may drop in any day, and'dealers 
should not allow themselves to be 
caught unprepared. 

'I'here is a United States Explo- 
sives Licensing Uflicer in every 
County, and such dealers as have 
not already procured their license 
should take immediate steps to do 
so. 

This is constdexed one of the most 
important war measures enacted by 
our Congress, and dealers can not 
be too careful io making sales of ex- 
plosives or their ingredients. 

More X'ictrolas are in use of the 
public schools of America than all 
other machiikes combined.

Many roiulways that are t!losed In 
with shade trees are had. If a goodly 
portion of the scrub timber along these 
roads be removed, the ground will dry 
out and no trouble rcsalt. If the char- 
acter of tlie .soil is soft and pliable, so 
that it will not paci; and remain firm, 
new material should be applied to the 
surface. The best and cheapest mate- 
rial for improving roads is gravel. 
Where gravel beds are accessible a 
day's work with a team and wagon 
will Improve any roadbed permonent- 
ly. If tli(! soil is very sandy an S-incli 
application »»f clay to the surface will 
effect wonders. Tlie road patrol should 
qpend a considerable portion of its 
time in remedying the bad spots iu the 
road.

25,00§ Women Waited to Eirell it ikej 
U. S. Stndeit Nnrse Kesene. 

The Kentucky Division, Women's 
Committee, Council of National De- 
fense, has been asked to recruit 750 
young women of sound physical and 
mental qualifications, for nurses 
training to release American gradu 
ale nurses for service in the military 
hospitals overpeas. It is officially 
stated by the Federal authorities in 
Washington that 25,000 such stu. 
dents are needed now, to form a 
"United States Student Nurse Re- 
serve. " 

The chairman of the National 
Womans' Committee states the need 
as follows: 

"What is needed is the enrollment 
of 25,000 physically fit young wom- 
en between the ages of 19 and 35, 
having full high school training 
wherever possible, and preferably 
college training. Enrollment in the 
Student Nurse Reserve means that 
the candidate will hold herself ready 
until April i, 1919 to take training 
when she is offered an assignment in 
a training school, unless she has in 
the meantime entered other govern, 
ment war service." 

Every woman who completes the 
training course satistactorily may 
>e eligible for enrollment as a Red 
Cross nurse and stands a chance of 
being assigned to duty abroad. At 
the same time she will be qualified 
to earn her living in one of the no- 
>Iest' professions open to women. 

The work of the nurse is a nation- 
al service for women which seems 
more nearly the equivalent of the 
Army and Navy service for men 
than any other. She stands side by 
side with the fighting force in the 
first line of defense and out of the 
fearful waste and havoc of war'she 
saves numberless prescious lives, 
besides helping to protect our men 
from the .scourge of disease, which 
is often more deadly than bullets. 
She also relieves the suffering and 
boosts the courage and ' spirit of 
wounded and battered men. 

The important thing to remember 
is that as a student recruit in the 
hospital training school you are act- 
ually rendering a vital service to 
your country from the moment you 
enter, for you become at once a 
member of the national iife-saviag 
corps and each day you are steadily 
advancing to mor". and tnore respon-.

nurse on the firing line. The op- 
portunities for service to your count- 
ry and of benefit to your future wel.

Diphtheritic Paralysis. 

One K)f the cbar^ctenstic sym- 
ptoms, or rath' r s^t]'u-l.-; of riip'-.iht- 
ria IS a more i^r iesa extensive para- 
lysis. It. usual,' comes on after 
ttie casting .off of the meaibranc in 
the throaty — sometimes not until 
several weeks after, — but it may ap- 
pear during the attack, the gravity 
of which It greatly increases. It is 
probably the result of a neuritis, or 
imflammatioii of certain nerves, 
brought on by the action of the diph- 
'theria toxin. 

Diphtheritic paralysis usually 
nl^oifests itself in the throat muscles 
which loose their tone and fail to 
act durini^ the process of swallowing 
so that the iluids run forward through 
the nose lustead of downwani into 
the gullet. At the same time the 
speech becomes nasal. Frequently 
the paralysis affects the eye muscles 
the patient loses the power ot foucs- 
ing Aith the result that the objects 
at which he looks appear blured. 
Ordinarily, the muscles of the throat 
and eyes are the only ones aftected 
bat in the more severe cases the pa 
1 ai\ sis extends to the muscles of res- 
piration and to those of the extremi- 
ties. In rare cases the sufferer is 
so completely paralysed as to be en- 
tirely, helpless. 

The most serious cases are those 
in which the paralysis attacks the 
chest muscles, which are concerned 
in the respiratory movements, or in 
«hich the great nerve — the vagus — 
that carries impulses and gives tone 
to the heart and the stomach be- 
comes involved. Very often there 
IS more or less pain in the affected 
parts because of (he accompanying 
neuritis; sometimes there is loss of 
sensation in the hands and the feet. 
When the chest muscles are paralyz 
ed the breathing becomes difficult; 
if IS then carried oik chiefly by the 
diaphram, and is made somewhat 
eaiser if the patient grasps the head 
of the bed with his hands. When 
the paralysis involves the heart and 
stomach nerve the patient suffers 
greatly from vomiting of food, and 
the heart symptoms — weakness and 
irregularity of pulse — are — pronoun- 
ced. That is the most dangerous of 
all forms of diphtheritic paralysis, 
for the heart is seriously weakenec^, 
and the least exertion of the patient 
even turning in bed, may cause it to 

In naos't cases, especially when 
the disease att'acks- the palate mus- 
cles or those of the eyes alone, per 
feet recovery takes place in a 
month or two: but when the paralys's 
has extended to the extremities it 
persists much longer and may never 
entirley disappear. The treatment 
shouldbe of a tonic character with a 
nutritious diet that contains an 
abundance of fat, especially butter 
and cream. When tbe muscles ot 
the body and the limbs are affected, 
massage is useful, and in most cases 
after the acute symptoms have sub- 
sided, electricity properly appliedis 
of great service.
